DETAILED ACTION 
Election/Restrictions 

1. This application contains claims directed to the following patentably distinct species of the 
claimed invention: Claims 1-23 show 2 embodiments as illustrated in figures 1 1 and 15,

Should applicant traverse on the ground that the species are not patentably distinct, applicant 
should 3ubmrt evidence or identify such evidence now of record showing the species to be Gbvious 
variants or clearly admit an the record that this is the case. In either instance, if the examiner finds one of 
the inventions unpatentable over the prior art the evidence or admission may be used in a rejection 
under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) of the other invention.
